SUMMARY OF THE REASONS EOR DECISION: 

The classification of Euro Clips Volume 11/Bizarre Extase has been altered to: 
Objectionable. 

The video recording promotes and supports the use of urine in association with sexual 
conduct. It does this by presenting an entire scene in which a female is depicted 
urinating as a part of sexual conduct. This scene is presented in a manner intended to 
arouse and is also within the context of other sexual activity such as one of the males 
performing cunnilingus on the female. This material falls within s3(2)(d) of the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act), and the publication is 
deemed to be objectionable with this material intact. 

The publication also contains a scene that presents sexual conduct of a significantly 
degrading, dehumanising and demeaning nature. As a consequence the video 
recording is considered to significantly degrade, dehumanise and demean the female 
participant and, by implication, women as a class. This scene presents a female being 
positioned on a table for sexual activity, then being vaginally and anally penetrated by 
two men. The close-up focus on the female’s genitalia throughout this scene means 
she comes across as a sexual spectacle. 

The excision of the above two scenes was recommended, but the authorised 
distributor of the video recording did not respond to the Classification Office’s excision 
notice within the specified time period. 

The right to freedom of information contained in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 
1990 (NZBR Act) cannot be applied to this publication, because it has been deemed to 
be objectionable under s3(2) of the FVPC Act. Section 3(2) deeming provisions are 
inconsistent with and override the rights and freedoms contained in the NZBR Act. 

This decision alters the classification given to the publication by the Video Recordings 
Authority, which was “Indecent unless its circulation is restricted to persons who are 18 
years of age or over and who are subscribers to mail order outlets or patrons of 
adults-only premises”. 
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
